Firearms Safety Depends Ofi You 

From Ej>e time you pick up a firearm, you become 
part of a system Over which you have comofefe 
rxffltfoJI. You are the only part of the gys-tem \hai 
can make a gun safe - or unsafe. 

Yixi can help rrwet this responsibility by enfoJfmg 
in hunter safely or shooter safety courses, if you 
have not already done so. You must constantly 
Stress Safely when handling firearms, especial^ 
to chSdren and non-shootfir^. Develop safe 
shooting habits ac-d lememtier firearms safely' fs 
up to you Make no mistake about il. 

ALCOHOL, DRUGS AND GUNS DON'T MIX 

1. AUyVAYS KEE P THE MUZZL E POINTED IN A 
safe DiRECTtON 

This is the most basic safety rule, tf evEfyCins 
hat^cffeil a firearm so carefully that the mos?e 
never poinjsti at sgmething they didn't intend to 
shool there (rnould be virtually no Firearm 
ecode^tS. 3I'S 35 simple as jhal, anc: it's ud to you. 

Never polnl your guri at anything you do not 
intend So shoot A safe direction means a 
cfinscliofi m whichi a bullet cannot possitity strete 
anycoe. taking into account possfhfe ricochets 
and tne fact thaJ bullets can penetrate wgJis and 
ceilings. Even when "diy firirig" mth an un^Cfided 
gun, you should fisver pclnl the gun et ar 
uninteridetj target. 



This is your resp&naihiJily, and only you can 
control it. 

2. FIREARMS SHOULO BE UNLOADED WHEN 
NQT ACTUALLY IN USE 

Fi'oarms should te taaced only v»hen you are 
in the field or on the target range qr shcoting 
area, ready So shoal. When not in use. firearms 
arid ammunition should be secjreo in s safe 
place, separate from each other. It is you' 
resportsibilrly to prevent children and 
inespenenced adulte from gaining access to 
rirBarms or ammunition. A loaded gun res no 
place in or near e vehicle or building. 

’kVF>enever you handle a fireerm or nsnd it to 
somMne, always op^sn Ihe .adion feinrsdsalsly, 
and visually check the chamber, recerver enri 
magazine to be cortain they cc nat contain any 
ammunition. Never assurtve a gun is unloadsd - 
check for yourself! Whi le in the field, JherE wJI t>e 
times when common sense and the bask: ru.'es of 
tirearm’S safety wifi require you to unlgsd your 
gjn for maximum safely. When in cfeubL unload 
yOul gun! 

3. PONT RELY ON YO UR GUN'S 'SAFETY 

Treat every gun as though it ran fire al any time, 
regardless of pressure on the trigger. Trw
